Women In London Are the 
Worst Usurers. 


ARE OUT AFTER THE “STUFF ” 


Declaration la Made That They Hav e 
No Mercy W hatev er for Lu ck* 
less Borrowers. 


Astonishing rev elations as to the 
methods of bu siness pu rsu ed by wo­ 
men money-lenders in London were 
forthcoming du ring an inv estigation 
by an Express representativ e, says 
the London Express. 
It wou ld natu rally be su pposed that 
these women Shyiocks wou ld be more 
su sceptible to feelings of considera­ 
tion towards their v ictims than the 
ordinary male u su rer. 
As a m atter 
of fact, 
instances 
were 
giv en in 
which they exacted their pou nd of 
flesh to the u tmost from the poor 
wretches who had fallen into their 
clu tches, and were hard as adamant 
in face of the most heartrending con­ 
ditions. 
Most of the women are of adv anced 
age, and their trade is carried on u n­ 
der the gu ise of loan, 
discou nt or 
banking companies. 
In one or two 
cases the women keep in the back­ 
grou nd and their transactions are car­ 
ried on by a male representativ e, bu t 
the majority do all their office work 
themselv es. 
A clerk who had 
a wife and two 
children, had the misfortu ne to bor­ 
row 150 from a wo^iian u su rer. 
He 
only receiv ed |45, the other |5 being 
dedu cted as an “inqu iry fee.” In one 
yea? he had repaid 
1120, and 
his 
creditor then claimed $ 40 as a balance. 
He appealed against the extortion, bu t 
the woman went to his hou se and, 
u sing threats and v itu peration, creat­ 
ed su ch a scene that he was glad to 
get rid of her on u ndertaking that he 
wou ld pay the balance in a month. 
This he did by pawning one or two 
articles of fu rnitu re. 
Another married man who had bor­ 
rowed $ 100 from 
a 
woman ^"Bu jney 
lender paid interest at $ 2.50 a week 
for eighteen months. Then he fell be­ 
hind in his payments, and, althou gh 
be had paid the loan nearly twice 
ov er, he was refu sed time in which 
to recov er himself. The consequ ence 
was that his home was sold, and his 
wife and children are now in lodg­ 
ings. 
Sev eral other instances of a similar 
character were forthcoming. The v ic­ 
tim s were men who shrank from fac­ 
ing the ordeal of a pu blic cou rt, and 
preferred to su ffer u y amou nt of 
persecu tion rather than appear be­ 
fore a cou nty cou rt Ju dge.

SABBATH CLOSING. 


Shat it Has Already Done In 
Kansas City. 


FACTS AND FIGURES GIVEN. 


The Ministerial Union of Sedalia Pre­ 
sents Them for Uie Benefit 
of the Pubiic. 


To the Public; 
The Ministerial union of this city 
believes tlmt the enforcement of the 
Sunday law against an open saloo.i 
means much for the material and 
moral welfare of Sedalia. 
In order 
that the general public may be inform­ 
ed as to the beneficial effects of this 
Sunday closing movement, we have 
ask ed our committee on reform to 
submit for publication the following 
review of the helpful effects of Sun­ 
day closing in Kansas City, Mo. 
Already in this city there have come 
to the notice of this union the follow­ 
ing facts: Men who have been k nown 
to spend as much as a week ’s wages 
In the saloon on Sunday have paid 
old, long-standing accounts as a di­ 
rect result of not being able to get 
Into the saloons on particular Sun­ 
days. 
This is the k ind of argument that 
will have weight with the grocery- 
men, the clothiers, the dry goods and 
hardware merchants. 
While it is a 
low plane to rest any reform on, still 
business men are inclined to listen 
to such facts and are influenced by 
them. 
We have also submitted this review’ 
to the executive committee of the 
Law Enforcement 
league, 
with the 
view of getting their request for its 
publication. 
This request w’e have. 
We ask the public to consider the 
immense benefits, moral and material, 
that will accrue to Sedalia as a di­ 
rect result of closing the saloons on 
Sunday. 
Will Ihe Christian people of this city 
not give themselves to much prayer, 
as all the earnest believing Christians 
in Philadelphia did before that mighty 
moral wave swept over that great city 
and the state of Pennsylvania. 
In Minneapolis, Minn., the most con­ 
servative estimate put 
the 
amount 
spent in that city in the open saloon 
on every Sunday at $20,000. Nearly 
tbls great sum is now saved for the 
better and higher channels of trade 
as a result of Sunday closing in that 
city. 
This last is the testimony of 
Father Cleary, the leading Catholic 
priest of that city.

5. It has resulted in a mark ed de­ 
crease in demands on public charity. 
6. It has been a pow’erful influ­ 
ence in elevating the general moral 
lone of the city. 
At the beginning 
of 
19 00 there 
were 455 licensed saloons in Kansas 
City. At the beginning of 19 05 there 
were 636. 
They dominated the poli­ 
tics of the city. 
They k new no law 
that hampered their business. 
They 
snapped their fingers at the courts, 
jeered the 
police, 
scoffed 
at the 
church, defied everybody. 
These new’ 
saloons 
were almost 
wholly owned by the breweries. 
In 
April, 19 05, the police department es­ 
timated chat more than one-half of all 
the saloons were owned by the brew­ 
eries. The brewreries furnished every­ 
thing—rent, 
furniture 
and 
license, 
and made week ly collections, which 
collections included the beer sold. For 
this beer, the brew’eries charged $10 
a barrel. 
The 
man 
w’ho 
actually 
owned the saloon paid $6 a barrel for 
the same beer, the original cost of 
which is about 60 cents. The drink er, 
therefore, pays at retail from $16 to 
$18 for what costs, originally, only 
a lK>ut 60 cents. This was the problem 
of the “poor man’s beer” in Kansas 
City. 
The de facto closing the saloons in 
Kansas City was preceded by a con­ 
test on the part of the people to in­ 
duce the officials to close them. 
At the beginning of 19 01, this con­ 
test wras begun. 
The preachers call­ 
ed on the police commissioners, ask ­ 
ing them to enforce the law’. 
The 
commissioners merely grinned, for the 
saloon k eepers were 
the chief con­ 
tributors to the campaign fund that 
landed them in office. 


“The saloons will close at 12 o’clock 
Saturday night, and w’ill remain clos­ 
ed until 12 o’clock Sunday night. The 
curtains or screens in saloons w’ill be 
left so that the bar and the interior 
is exposed to view from the outside.” 
That took effect April 2, and was 
enforced to the letter. 
The saloon 
k eepers made a show of rebellion, but 
it was short-lived and futile. 
They 
quit as soon as they understood that 
the pow’er at Jefferson City “meant’ 
business.” Not a law in Kansas City* 
is now better observed and better en­ 
forced than this Sunday law. 
The good effects of Sunday closing 
w’ere decisive and immediate, especi­ 
ally upon the work ing and poorer 
classes. On May 28, Charles W. Ar­ 
mour, head of the great Armour Pack ­ 
ing company, and the largest employ­ 
er of labor in these parts, said, pub­ 
licly: 
*T can’t see how any employer of j 
labor could do otherwrlse than approve | 
of the Sunday closing of saloons. The 
men w’ho patronize the saloons Sun­ 
day are usually the men who do the 
hard, physical w’ork . 
The office men 
may buy a drink on Sunday, but are 
not as lik ely to stay in a saloon as 
the man who does the harder w’ork . 
With the saloons closed on * Sunday, 
work men who sometimes laid off on 
Monday or came to work feeling bad­ 
ly. come now’ as bright on Monday as 
any other day.” 
There w’as one curious effect, which 
must b© explained or it will mislead. 
The arrests for “drunk enness” and 
for “drunk enness and disturbing the 
peace” have increased. 
The follow­ 
ing table shows the arrests for these 
offenses for the Sundays of April, 
May, June, July, August 
and 
Sep­ 
tember of 19 05. and the correspond­ 
ing Sundays of 190.3 and 19 04: 
Arrests 
for 
“drunk enness” 
and 
“drunk and disturbing the peace” in 
Kansas City, Mo., for the Sundays of 
various months of 19 03, 19 04 and 19 05: 
On April 25, 19 01. a big, mass-meet­ 
ing demanded Sunday closing, and 
dramshops generally closed on the fol­ 
lowing Sunday. 
The next day a law’ 
and order cwnmittee was formed to 
see that Sunday closing w’as k ept up, 
a thing that the liquor dealers had 
no intention of doing. This law’ and 
order committee had several confer­ 
ences w’ith the police commissioners 
who refused to have anything to do 
with the matter. They finally issued 
a perfunctory Sunday closing order. 
Then Judge McAuley refused to hear 
cases 
against 
the 
saloons. 
Then 
Judge Black ruled that a saloon k eep­ 
er who sold on Sunday could not be 
deprived of his license, and dismiss­ 
ed all cases against saloon k eepers. 
Then more arrests w ere made and the 
grand jury 
appealed 
to. 
But the 
whisk y courts refused to inflict any 
punishment, and the whole program 
of the law enforcement collapsed.

It has actually simplified and 
nade easier the general burdens of 
he police department. 
3. It has resulted in an astonish­ 
ing decrease in the number of young 
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tiously giving away free soup to the 
poor in large quantities, always be­ 
ing careful to tell the newspapers 
about it. 
The February files of the 
Kansas City dailies are streak ed with 
free soup stories under big headings. 
In March, the Kansas City Star, in 
a series of fierce editorials, demand­ 
ed the enforcement of the law govern­ 
ing saloons. 
This was the opening 
note of Governor Folk ’s program of 
Sunday closing. 
On March 22, Com­ 
missioner Frank F. Rozelle offered a 
resolution for Sunday closing, which 
was supported by Commissioner A. E. 
Gallagher, but Mayor J. H. Neff ask ed 
to have the 
records 
show that he 
didn’t vote. 
Out 
of 
regard to the 
mayor’s feelings, the resolution was 
w’ithdrawn, but again finally passed 
on March 29 . It read as follows: 
“Whereas, the 
law 
of this state 
specifically provides: 
“Any person having a license as a 
dramshop 
k eeper, 
who shall k eep 
open such dramshop, or shall sell, 
give away or otherwise dispose of, or 
suffer the same to be done upon or 
about his premises, any intoxicating 
liquors, in any quantity on the first 
day of the week , commonly called Sun­ 
day, or upon the day of any general 
election in this state, shall, upon con­ 
viction thereof, be punished by a fine 
of not less than $50, nor more than 
$200, shall forfeit such license, and 
shall not again be allowed to obtain 
a license to k eep a dramshop for the 
term of two years 
next 
thereafter 
(revised statutes of Missouri, 189 9 , 
volume 1, section 3011). 
“It is. therefore, by the board of 
police commissioners ordered: 
“That the chief of police cause to 
be arrested all persons violating said 
law.” 


This increase was partly due to the 
open joints on the Kansas side of the 
city and river. o%’er which the Mis­ 
souri authorities have no control, but 
more largely due to a local custom of 
saloons, which was brok en up by the 
new order of flings. Chief of Police 
Hays attributes the increase to this. 
He says: “It has always been the cus­ 
tom of the saloons, particularly In 
the North end. to tak e care of their 
own drunk s, 
by 
allowing them to 
sleep in the back end of the saloon 
over night. 
W h en the saloons began 
closing at 12 o’clock Saturday nights, 
they turned all their drunk s into the 
streets, to be tak en care of by the 
police. These all appear on my book s, 
therefore, as being arrested on Sun­ 
day, and so get in the statistics as 
Sunday drunk s. 
They 
are 
mostly 
really Saturday drunk s, but don’t get 
in our hands till Sunday.” 
Another glimpse at 
the statistics 
confirms this statement of Chief Hays.

A most touching result of this Sun­ 
day closing has been the mark ed de­ 
crease in the number of young girls 
brought to the police headquarters, 
after having been debauched by the 
Sunday gin-mills. 
The decrease in 
this sort of business has been decis­ 
ive. 
Mrs. A. W. Taggart, the police ma­ 
tron at the city hall, mak es me the 
following statement of her observa­ 
tion of the results of the new’ way of 
doing this Sunday business: 
j 
“At the police station, I see not 
very much difference in the number 
of drunk en men brought in. They are 
perhaps a little noisier Saturday night 
than other nights. Saturday and Sun­ 
day nights are remark ably quiet. 
“As to the girls coming under my 
care, after Sunday closing was en­ 
forced, my average was about one a 
week . 
Before that time I received 
sometimes as many as six from Satur­ 
day night till Monday morning. This 
was, of course, largely contributed to 
the closing 
of 
winerooms and the 
strict police supervision over dance- 
halls. 
“But the main advantage gained. I 
believe, is in changed attitude of the 
people. All respectable people would 
lik e Sunday closing, 
if it could be 
made effective. The conditions across 
the Kaw were discouraging: in fact, 
Kansas prohibition seemed to prohibit 
nothing but the law from governing 
dives; the wbisk y traffic was brazen 
and w’ithout 
restraint. 
But 
if the 
Sunday law can be 
made effective, 
every one is glad, and now every one 
seems to believe it not only possible 
but an actual fact. The public who 
visit me have changed 
their tone. 
The majority believe in the success 
of the Sunday closing law, and hope 
for the permanent continuance also 
a still more rigid lawful control of 
the liquor traffic.” 
Opposite the city hall is the Help- 


ing men; a remark able absence of the 
bum element—these 
fugitives 
from 
work having departed for—to them— 
more 
congenial 
surroundings. 
The 
benefits of the “lid” are reflected in 
the moral and material improvement 
of work ingmen. 
The 
usual Sunday 
drunk is a thing of 
the past with 
many. 
One saloon k eeper said: My 
Sunday receipts have paid my rent, 


license and bartender. When my li­ 
cense expires the first of the year 
8 
quit.’ 
Unreasonable as It may seem» 
the saloons not only lose the Sunday 
receipts, but there is a loss of week ­ 
day receipts as well. I have been aa 
eye-witness to existing moral and so­ 
cial conditions in the vicinity of this 
institution for almost eleven years, and 
k now as a positive lact that the en­ 
forcement of the Sunday closing law 
has contributed more to the peace 
and good order of this part of the 
city than all other influences combin­ 
ed.” 
General Secretary G. F. Damon, of 
the Associated Charities of Kansas 
City, is also 
enthusiastic 
over the 
good effects of Sunday closing, de­ 
claring that it has resulted in 20 per 
cent decrease in the demands on re­ 
lief institutions.
